Going over the problems faced by 
local school authorities, he said that 
second to teacher shortage came the 
high cost of building, and that was 
foliowed by the question of “Where 
are we going to find the money to 
educate children when so little com- 

es from the provincial revenue and 
so much from land taxes?” 

“What would happen,” he asked, 
“in case of depression or drought?” 
He then to of the work of Mr, 
Spencer in organizing the Alberta 
Bducational - Council, which was 
working to get the Province to pay 
50% of the cost of education. 

Showing how educational costs 
had increased, he eaid that this 
year the expense on elementa'ry and 
high school education in Aisberta 
would be $17 million, against $11 or 
$12 million before the war. 

The chief cause of this increase, 
he pointed ‘out; wasthe ineréase: in © 
teachers’ salaries, For this he blam- 
45 ed the high cost of living, which 
made it necessary that these salar- 
les be increased. 

(Tt was brought out later in the 
meeting that the salaries paid in 
the Wainwright School Division 
were a little below the average gal-

Only last week there appeared in the Star an account 


of the new school being started in Chauvin. We were —

‘This new building will contain four class rooms as well 
as space for a laboratory shop room, gymnasium, etc, It 
will be complete with running water and a sewerage dis- 
posal field. This is good to hear, for after all these yeara 

- there has been some sadly lacking features ixi connection 
with our education facilities. One of them, the lack of 
good school buildings. 

At the end of the article we note with interest, and we 
quote, ‘‘That the Board will now be able to turn its at- 
tention to long range plans for other schools in the Div- 
ision.’’ This is good news, for we feel that Wajnwright 
should be next on the list for some improvements in its 
school buildings. : 

When speaking of improvements we speak of perm- 
anent improvements, not the placing of some old build- 
ings on school property and calling an end to it at that 
point. During the past while this has been a necessity 
due to high building costs and other problems which 
stood in the way of anything concrete being doze in 
Wainwright. 

Now that Chauvin has been awarded something they 
needed far worse than any other point in the Schgol Div- 
ision, we hope that in a year or two the board members 
of the Division will act upon the need for large and more 
modern educational facilities at this point. 

It is only a matter of time when vanning of school 
children to the larger schools becomes the rule rather 
than the exception. If this is the case Wainwright will 
then be able to serve a very large surrounding radius. 
Without proper schools to cope with the situation, no 
step can be taken in this regard, 

All the board members réalize the need for bigger and 
better school accommodation here. They can not solve 
the problem overnight, but we feel sure they will give 
the idea considerable thought as soon as they feel cap- 
able of meeting the situation,

Premier Garson of Manitoba said 
the cabinet’s decision “‘vindicates in 
lange measure the stand taken by 
the seven provinces, The people of 
Canada will be extremely interested 
and concerned as the manner in 
which these same will be dis- 
posed of when the board reconsid- 
ers them.” 

Acting Premier C, M. Fines of 


Saskatchewan said it was “disap-~ 


pointing” that the Dominion govern- 
ment, “agreeing with many of the 
provinces’ contentions as they did, 
have not—iremoved the 21 per cent 
increase.” He nevertheless felt con- 
fident the board would seriously 


. note the fact that the Dominion gov- 


ernment was impressed by provin- 
cial criticism. 

Bluntly, Premier Manning of Al- 
berta described the order-in-council 
ps “wholly unsatisfactory.” It is 
only referred back the issue to a 
board which had originally endorsed 
it. 

However, Premier McNair of New 
Brunswick felt the order “confirm- 
ed” the position of the seven oppos- 
ing provinces and would appear 
“tantamount to a new hearing.” 

Attorney-General Gordon Wismer 
of British Columbia said the provin- 
ces had won to some extent the 
soundness of the position taken by 
the provinces.” 


Qutstion of Earnings 

It was apparent that the provin- 
ces had won a point in this respect: 
that the earnings of the C.P.R.—one 
of the railways taken as example in 
reasons for the March increase— 
may not have been placed entirely in 
the proper light. 

The transport commissioners had 
excluded non-railway earnings of 
the lines from its consideration of 
financial requirements for a rate 
boost. These earnings comprise pro- 
fits from operation of summer re- 
sorts, alr lines and hotels. 

The cabinet’s order -in -council 
eaid the government considered the 
income derived from non-railway 
sources should not be entirely ex- 
cluded. Fixed charges and income 
taxes, said the cabinet, are corpor- 
ate obligations of any corporation 
and that alt income, no matter what 


its source, is liable in this regard.’ 


Provisions for dividends and surplus 
should be similarly recarded, 

“For these reasons,” said the cab- 
imet’s onrder-in-council; “the commit- 
tee (cabinet) are of the opinion that 
some portion of the corporaite needs 
should be borne by the income deri- 
ved from non-railway sources.” 

Some observers therby thought it 
likely that the January session of 
the Board of Transport Commission- 
ers may see the railways’ request 
not wholly met, but sliced in accord- 
ance with new considerations of the 
railways’ needs.

The threat of civil war and im- 
position of martial law hung over 
France as the. country-wide coal 
strike moved into its third week. 
Violence flared at the beginning of 
the week and the strike’s first 
deaths were recorded near St. Btien- 
ne, where two miners were killed by 
troops guarding the pits. 

An emergency session of the 
French cabinet decided to call yp the 
1948 Class of soldiers, who had been 
discharged, and a large group of re- 
serve police to déal with growing 
violence in the mining area, 

The cabinet ordered troops to use 
their weanons to defend themselves 
and gave district governors the pow- 
er to ban any public meetings if nec- 
essary. ; 

The strike has already cost France 
2,000,000 tons of coal and monetary 
losses are estimated to be about 
equal to contributions received un- 
der the Buropean Recovery Program
